Mary Kavala Says She Hit 
Josephine Woropay With 
Rock and Choked Her at 


Hastings-on-Hudson.

—District Attorney Frank H. Coyne 
said today that 13-year-old Mary 
Kavala had confessed to him that 
she killed Josephine Woropay, her 
8-year-old chum, by hitting her on 
the head with a stone and then 
strangling her last Sunday. 

“I did it,” Coyne quoted the girl 
as saying. “Josie told lies about 
me and about my family. I did it. 
I lost my temper.” ' 

The body was found Christmas 


eve under the porch steps of St. 
Matthew's Lyceum at Hastings-on- 
Hudson. Police believed the child 
had been killed by a._man and it was 
not until early yesterday that they 
started questioning her chum. 
Mary steadily denied everything 
until late last night. ' 

She and Josephine had gone for 


“Well, I went down and flew 
around the field, but just coulan't 
land. So up I went to try once 
more. With the aid of a safety pin 
and a monkey wrench I made the 
pump work. 

“When I told Helen that it was 
pumping she was so excited she 
wanted to pump, That is something, 
because she hates pumping.

A roundup of the situation re- 
vealed that authorities made be- 
tween 300 and 500 arrests in a vig- 
orous effort to suppress the upris- 
ings. Most of those killed were sol- 
diers at Rosario, in Northern Ar- 
gentina. Numbers were wounded 
at Santa Fe. 

The outbreaks followed two radi- 
cal conventions which voted not to 
participate in the election of one- 
third of the Chamber of Deputies 
on the first Sunday in March. 

Strict Censorship On. 

Nothing was heard from several 
cities described by police as centers 
of radicalism. A strict censorship 
was maintained on telegraph lines, 
making it impossible to learn the 
true situation everywhere. Govern- 
ment spokesmen maintained the 
country was quiet. 

A disturbance similar to the 
others, but of a smaller scale, took 
place at La Plata when groups at- 
tempted to capture the police, fire 
and marine stations, shouting “Vita 
revolution.”

afternoon. 

He uied instantly when a stu- 
dent fired four revolver bullets 
into his head at close range. 


Duca, Liberal leader and former 
Minister of the Inerior, was made 
Premier by King Carol Nov. 12, 

He followed Alexander Vaida- 
Voevod, former Premier, whose 
| government was overthrown. 


|Duca Had Held Various Govern- 
ment Posts. 


When Duca was madé Premier 
he immediately began a campaign 
to combat a rising wave of anti- 


Semitism in Rumania. 

His Cabinet voted to dissolve two 
of the Nazi bodies of Rumania— 
the Iron Guard, led by Corneliu 
Codreanu, and the anti-Semitic Na- 
tional Christian party, headed by 
Prof. Alex Cuza. 

The growing strength of the two 
Nazi organizations which, however, 
only hold 17 seats in the Chamber 
of Deputies, was causing anxiety 
to the Government in view of re- 
cent Nazi victories in the Transyl- 
vania district where Nazis had won 
62 per cent of the total votes cast 
in a recent election in Sibiu. 

By outlawing the two Nazi or- 
ganizations, Duca was expected to 
prevent them from participating in 
parliamentary elections. 

Disorders Ascribed to Nazis. 

The most recent disorders in 
Rumania were ascribed by the Gov- 
ernment to Nazis. Students ‘fought 
police Nov. 27 and on -the follow- 
ing day the Government announced 
that it had restored order and that 
the disorders were due to an out- 
burst of Iron Guard members 
against Jews.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Testimony 
thet Philip H. Philbin Jr. made 
$600,000 profit during the spectac- 
ular rise of the stock of Atlas Tack

Max Furman, certified public ac- 
countant, gave a detailed analysis 
of the books of Philip H. Philbin, 
Inc., formed by Philbin at the time 
he acquired contro! of the Tack 
concern last August. 

His testimony was given at an 
inquiry which State Attorney-Gen- 
era] John J. Bennett is conducting 
into the market activities of the 
stock. 

Philbin testified he played a lone 
hand in acquiring control of the 
company. Philbin declared he rep- 
resented no group.

Philbin denied knowledge of a 
Boston financial service which be- 
gan to tip customers to buy Atlas 
stock shortly before it crashed. 

About Dec. 6, he said, he was in- 
formed a customer wanted to buy 
stock on the advice of the McNeil 
Financial] Service. He then recalled 
that during the summer a represen- 
tative of the service had called at 
the Atlas plant in Fairhaven, Mass., 
and had been shown around by 
Walter Kilvert, president of the 
company. ) 

“Did you telf Kilvert to give him 
anything he wanted?” assisted At- 
torney-General Ambrose McCall 
asked. 

“I don’t remember that,” Philbin 
said. 

It was brought out that for two 
weeks before the break, Philbin 
sold as much as 20,0 shares 
th one account while buying 
and selling in two other accounts. 

He said that on Nov. 13 he gave 
a $100,000 check to a brokerage 
firm to bolster his account during 
a bear raid on Atlas stock and that 
during the first two weeks of De 
cember, he ‘marehaled all the mon- 
ey he could get together to keep 
the market from breaking.” 

He said his idea in obtaining 
control was to build up the con- 
cern's business so that it would 
make more money. He said he went 
to Ralph Hornblower of Boston 
with a proposal to buy 47,700 shares 
from him at $5 a share, but Horn- 
blower refused. 

Then Philbin said he formed the 
firm of Philip H. Philbin, Inc., and 
through a contact with Walter 
O’Hara of Providence, R. L., he be- 
gan to borrow money. He already 
had $100,000 of his own. 

He learned Hornblower had given 
an option on 14,000 shares to a man 
named Seligsberg, and Philbin ac- 
quired this stock from Seligsberz. 
He bought some on the market and 
eventually obtained 10,406 shares 
from Hornblower at $10 a share. 

After obtaining control, he said, 
he put in directors of his own 
choosing, and on occasion gave 
news of Atlas to financial writers.

Deputy Sheriff Dikes Joslin said 
a revolver, lying six feet from 
Whitman’s body when it was dis- 
covered yesterday, had been traced 
to a San Francisco pawn shop sale 
last June. He withheld the pur- 
chaser’s name. 

Dr. John Craft, who performed 
an autopsy at Brentwood, said a 
suicide theery appeared out of the 
question because of the nature of 
the wound. He said the bullet 
struck Whitman high in the left 
temple as if fired from above. 

Whitman’s automobile was found 
abandoned in Oakland and Homer 
Keel told police there he had seen 
a dark, heavy set man leave the 
machine.

Statement Based on Survey 
Made Before Civil Works 
Plan Became Operative. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29. — <As- 


serting that industrial employment | 


showed heavier seasonal declines 
than usual in November and De- 
cember, William Green, President 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, today accused some employers 
of feeling less responsibility for 
their workers, “now that civil 
works are providing jobs for sev- 
eral million.” 

Green said Federation records 
showed 10,702,000 unemployed in 
November, compared with 10,022,- 
000 in October, adding: 


“We cannot hope to pull the ship | } 


of business out of depression by 
slackening hold on the tow rope 
just as she begins to move. 


“Civil works,” he said, “cannot | 


increase buying power if industry 


lays off men while the Govern-| } ‘ 


ment employs them.” 
Still Idle. 

Green’s statement indicated that 
despite the civil works program 
_ there still are approximately 6,- 
_ 524,000 persons unemployed. He 

said that in December, 1932, there 
were 12,124,000 unemployed and 
that this December, industry is 
supplying about 1,000,000 more jobs 
while the Government has approx- 
imately 4,600,000 persons temporar- 
ily on its payroll. 

The Federation figures are based 
on reports from unions throughout 
the country and the Department of 
' Labor statistics on employment and 
manufacturing. They are intended 
to reflect conditions at the middle 
of the month and would not show 
. any impression made by the civil 
_— employment during Novem- 

er. 

Rise in Unemployment. 

“Both in November and the first 
of December,” said Green, “unem- 
ployment has increased. It is quite 
normal at this time of year for 
men to be laid off both from 
farms and industries, but labor had 
hoped that this year with all the 
emphasis placed by the Administra- 
. tion on creating jobs, lay-offs at 
the year end would be much less 
severe than usual. Instead more 
were laid off from mid-October to 
mid-November this year than last 
year and trade union figures for 
the first half of December show 
that again in December unemploy- 
ment has increased slightly more 
than last year. Trade union 
weighted figures show 22.8 per cent 
of membership unemployed in De- 
cember compared to 22 in Novem- 
ber and 21.7 in October. Unem- 
ployment is increasing faster now 
than at any time since January. 

“These figures give the impres- 
sion that industry is slackening in 
its effort to create jobs and put 
men to work. Developments in 
November and December are in 
striking contrast to the steady em- 
ployment gains from April to Sep- 
tember when men went back to 
work by the million even though 
business was declining from July 
forward.”

“IT shot a girl named Margaret,” 
police quoted McMann as saying. 
“I shot her because I loved her. I 
had only known her a few months, 
but she had so affected me that I 
had to kill her.” 

The detectives had hidden behind 
a counter of the telegraph office in 
the downtown district to catch Mc: 
Mann. 

As officers took him in custody, 
they said he remarked: “I was 
tired of running away. I wanted 
to go back and face trial.” 

The detectives said McMann ex- 
plained the killing by saying: “I 
loved her, but she played me a dirty 
trick. I met her about four months 
ago on the streets of Grand Rapids. 
I was sorry for her at first, because 
she was deaf and dumb and pretty. 
We got pretty well acquainted: 
“Then on the night of the twenty- 
first I took her for a ride and we 
quarreled over the trick she had 
played on me. I grew so angry I 
scarcely knew what I was doing be- 
fore I had shot her in the head two 
or three times. 

“Then I threw her body out of 
the car and raced back to Grand 
Rapids.

As a special election on State bond 
issue proposals is to be held early in 
1934, a Post-Dispatch reporter to-

The Mayor replied that, if city

rehabilitatior of State institutions. 


The Legislature has authorized the 
calling of the election. 

The city will pay the cost of the 
special election in the city, which 
will be about $100,000. If a special 
election were to be held later on 
city bond issue proposals, it would 
cost another $100,000. This latter 
cost could be saved by holding the 
two special elections together. 

“I will take this matter up with 
the Governor,” the Mayor said, “if 
the Public Works Administration 


authorizes appropriations for the 


proposed city bond projects, and 
provided some method is found by 
which real estate will not have ‘> 
pay more than 50 per cent of the in- 
terest and sinking fund charges on 
the bonds. 

“T am not committed to a bond 
issue, in the absence of a method 
for retiring the bonds without put- 
ting more than one-half the burden 
on real estate. I have been hopeful 
that the Legislature would provide 
new city revenue through a liquor 
control measure, and that liquor 
taxes might be made to provide 50 
per cent of the cost of a bond issue. 
But there is no certainty now about 
the liquor revenue.” 

The Mayor announced Dec. 12 
that, subject to his condition as to 
real estate, he would favor submis- 
sion of a bond issue for a $17,750,000 
program of improvements, of which 
380 per cent would be sought as a 
grant from the PWA, leaving the 
actual bond issue proposal at about

Consummation ot the first four 
improvements listed depends on 
submission and adoption of the pro- 
posed new city bond issue. Action 
by the board on the foregoing left 
eight city applications pending. 

Announcement was made at 
Washington yesterday that the 
PWA had allowed a $360,000 grant 
for a water conduit to be built by 
the Water Division. The city had 
asked for $365,261. Total cost was 
figured at $1,465,000, the balance to 
come from Water Division funds. 
The conduit will run from the Stacy 
Park reservoir of the Missouri 
River supply to the South Side, and 
will be five feet in diameter, the 
second large main from this reser- 
voir. 

The Ritenour School District was 
allowed a $13,980 grant and a $46,- 
020 loan for a two-story class room 
and gymnasium addition to its high 
school at Overland and _ develop- 
ment of an athletic field. It had re- 
quested a $14,166 grant and $44,534

Save $1,120,000 in St. Clair 
and Madison Counties.

Abolition of the State tax in Dli- 
nois on real estate and personal 
property, amounting to 50 cents on 
$100 valuation for 1933, will save all 
classes of taxpayers in St. Clair 
County $616,000, and in Madison 
County, $504,415, @ased on valua- 
tions made for 1933 taxes. Valua- 
tions and rates for 1934 taxes have 
not beeh completed. 

The total assesséd valuation of 
St. Clair County is $123,200,807 and 
Madison $100,882,958, as listed by 
the State Tax Commission. Own- 
ers of town and city lots and im- 


| provements in St. Clair County, as 


sessed at $50,648,175, will save $253,- 
240 of the total reduction, ahd in 
Madison, where this class of prop- 
erty is assessed at $35,161,235, the 
saving Will be $175,956. 

Farmers Will Save $300,000. 

Farmers of St. Clair County, 

whose lands and improvements 
have an assessed valuation of $34,- 
212,625, will save $171,013, and in 
Madison, where the total valuation 
of farm lands is $27,271,255, the sav- 
ing will be $136,356. 
East St. Louis taxpayers will save 
$251,700 on real estate taxes and 
Belleville, $86,100. the valuations 
being $50,340,000 and $17,220,000, re- 
spectively. The State’s action will 
mean a saving of $96,680 in per- 
sonal taxes in St. Clair County and 
$104,898 in Madison 

The equalized value of all rail- 
road property in St. Clair County 
for 1933 taxes was placed at $18, 
973,118 by the State Tax Commis- 
sion, and if unchanged, the State 
cut will save the railroads $94,865. 
Accordingly, in Madison County, 
the valuation is phe 127,119 and the 
‘amount saved, $85,635 

The tax rate this year in East St. 
Louis on a $100 valuation was on 80. 
The Belleville’ rate was $4.38 and 
other townships lower, varying ac- 
cording to the town tax and school 
district tax. Whether the abolition 
of the State tax will lower the tax- 
payer’s bill in St. Clair County for 
1934 is in doubt, since the valua- 
tions have not been completed. In- 
creases in two local taxes are cer- 
tain, the county having advanced 
its fiscal year three months, and is 
assessing for 15 months’ expenses, 
and the Levee Board having  in- 
creased its appropriation from 
$167,000 in 1932 to $443,350 for 1933. 

Charles Schiele, president of the 
Fast St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change, said the abolition of the 
State tax would have a beneficial 
reaction on property values, pfo- 
viding local taking bodies did not 
increase enough to eliminate the 
saving. 

Tax-collecting officials anticipate 
an increase in the percentage of 
taxes to be collected as a result of 
the State’s action. 


SENATE GROUP REPORTS BILL 
TO CUT AUTO LICENSE FEE 


Reduction for Low and Medium 
Priced Cars Appears to Be 
Practically Certain. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 29. — 
Reduction in State license fees on 
lower and medium priced automo- 
biles was made practically certain 
today when the Senate Roads and 
Highways Committee reported the 
House bill favorably for passage. It 
is estimated the revenues for State 
highway construction will be re- 
duced approximately $2,250,000 a 
year under the lower rates. 

The changes, which will bé in éf- 
fect for the year 1934 if the Senate 
passes the bill, will be: On ears of 
less than 12 horse power, frotn $7.50 
to $5; 12 to 24 HP, $10.50 to $8.50; 
24 to 36 HP, $16.50 to $11; 36 to 48 
HP, $22.50 to $20; 48 to 60 HP, 
$25.50 to $25. The fee for cars of 
60 to 72 HP remains unchanged at 
$31.50, &nd for those of more than 
72 HP unchanged at $37.50. Motor- 
cycle license fees are not affected.

IS ORDERED SOLD 


The Missouri Also Included in 
Foreclosure Décreé of 
Federal Judge Davis. 


Reorganization of the St. Louis 
Properties Corporation, owner of 
the Ambassador and Missouri The- 
ater buildings and the leasehold of 
the Grand Central Theater Build- 
ing, is expected to be carried out 
within 60 days, under a foreclosure 


decree entered yesterday by Fed- 
eral Judge Davis. 

The structures are to be sold at 
the Civil Courts Building, on four 
weeks’ notice, by Nelson Cunliff, 
appointed spécial master by Judge 
Davis. The sale is to satisfy $5,- 
920,500 in outstanding first mort- 
gage bonds which are in default. 

A plan of reorganization has not 
beeh completed, said Joseph H. 
Grand, counsel for the First Mort- 
gage Bondholders’ Protective Com- 
mittee, St. Louls properties is in 
receivership. Its 10,000 shares of 
stock are divided as follows: Cen- 
tral Properties Corporation, 3300; 
Spyros, George and Charles Skou- 
ras, brothers, who promoted the 
theaters, 3300; Clarence M. Turley, 
manager for the receiver of St. 
Louis Properties, 1400; 8S. W. Straus 
&@ Co., which sold the first and 
second mortgage bonds to the pub- 
lie, 2000 

Grand announced that Straus & 
Co. had agreed more than a year 
ago, at the Protective Committee’s 
request, to give up its stock for the 
benefit of the bondholders. 

The first and seeond mortgage 
bonds are widely held by American 
investors. Centfal Properties, a 
subsidiary © the bankrupt Skouras 
Bros. Enterprises, is owned indi- 
rectly by Warner Bros. Pictures, 
Inc. The Ambassador and Missouri 
theaters afe operated now under 
lease from the 8t. Louis Properties 
réceiver by anew concern dominat- 
ed by the three Skourases. This 
company, which also leases. the 
dark Grand Central Theater, has 
proposed to the reorganization 
managers to renew the leasé on the 
present terms of $3560 a week for 
the three housés. 

The principal mortgage being 
foreclosed is for $4,050,000 outstand- 
ing of a $4,500,000 issue on the Am- 
bassador‘and the Grand Central. 
This loan was executed by Central 
Properties, which transferred its 
holdings to St. Louis Properties in 
1928, shortly before the Skourases 
sold out to the Warners. Central 
Properties is liable on the first 
mortgage, Grand says. &t. Louis 
Properties gave Céntral Properties 
a $1,000,000 third mortgage on all 
three buildings. Grand asserted the 
third mortgage would be wiped out 
unless the Warners should put up 
a substantial sum in the reorgani- 
zation. 

Also being foreclosed is $1,870,- 
500 outstanding on a $2,000,000 first 
mortgage on the Missouri Building. 
In addition, there is outstanding 
$850,000 of a $1,075,000 second mort- 
gage on all three structures. Thus, 
in the four loans, originally for 
$8,575,000, there {is $7,770,500 in 
bonds outstanding. Interest cov- 
ered in thé foreclosure amounts to 
$469,377 on the Ambassador-Grand 
Central loan and $186,008 on the 
Missouri. Foreclosure was sought 
by trustees representing Straus & 
Co., the cages being consolidated 
with the St. Louls Properties re- 
ceivérship action.

NEW TYPES OF TUBERCULOSIS 


PHILADELPHIA. I Dec. 29.—New 
forms of animal tuberculosis were 
reported to the American Society 
of Bacteriologists today—in two 
iguanas, a frog, a turtle and a rat- 
tlesnake. The report was made by 
Joseph D. Aronson and Howard J. 
Henderson of the Henry Phipps In- 
stitute, Philadelphia, who previous- 
ly had discovered the disease in 
other cold-blooded animals, among 
them fish and garter snakes. 

The bacteria which caused the 
disease.in all of these animals were 
isolated and subjected to tests on 
guinea pigs. Some of the bacteria

CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—-Dr. Willard 
G. Bleyer, head of the department 
of Journalism at the University of 
Wisconsin, says the freedom of the 
Press depends more on public opin- 
fon than constitutional guarantees. 

In an address at the convention 
of the American Association of 
Schools and Departments of Jour- 
nalism, he yesterday said he saw 
no threat to freedom of the press 
in the provisions of the NRA. 

He charged that a monopolistic 
tendency of the hewspaper pub- 
lishing business acted to deprive 
readers and advertisers of freedom 
of choice in the selection of a daily 
newspaper. 
| “Freedom of the press has been 
discussed more in the last few 
months, than in all the years since 
the passage of the Sedition Act in 
1793,” he said. "“Newspapér pub- 
lishers, it seems to me are now try- 
ing to maintain the same laissez 
faire doctrine with reference to the 
freedom of the press that advo- 
cates of rugged individualism are 
trying to insist on for — and 
industry.”

Citing figures to show that 82 
per cent of all dailies or companies 
publishing them had monopolies in 
their fields, Dr. Bleyer drew three 
conclusions: 

1. Newspapers are tending to- 
ward greater and greater degrees 
of monopolies. 

2. Newspapers may continue to 
have freedom, but readers and ad- 
vertisers have little freedom in the 
choice of a local daily. 

3. In the monopolistic character 
of present day newspaper publish- 
ing lies great danger to the forma- 
tion of sound public opinion. 
Danger to Public Opinion. 

He said that it was within the 
power of any local daily to color 
or suppress news or to print publi- 
city or propaganda, thereby endan- 
gering public opinion. 

“Freedom of the press gives the 
right to mislead as well as enlight- 
en,” he said. 

Concerning the future of the press 
under the NRA, he said one man’s 
guess was as good as another’s. He 
said there was little danger of the 
press losing its freedom to print 
legitimate news. 

Carroll Binder, editorial assistant 
to the publisher of the Chicago 
Daily News, told the teachers that 
newspapers which had not seen fit 
to support all the policies of the 
Government had performed ser- 
vices to the administration and the 
people by calling public attention to 
abuses and fallacies. 

Declaring that his paper was a 
loyal supporter of the Government 
even if it did not see its way clear 
to support “all the theories of all 
officials of the administration,” 
Binder said a newspaper Was per- 
forming higher patriotism by ex- 
pressing its opinion on the long run 
benefits or injuries of a national 


a Higher Duty of the Press. 

“Yn each period of crisis, the 
press has a higher duty to the peo- 
ple ahd ot itself than in printing 
every story as the administration 
wants it printed,” he said. “Some 
people believe that al’ newspapers. 
should sound one note in times of 
trouble, but history has proven the 
unwisdom of surrendering the right 
of ftreedom of expression of 
thought.” 

Such freedom of expression, he 
said, would have prevented Na- 
poleon from his disastrous march 
on Moscow and would have pre- 
vented the persecution of the Jews 
in Germany by the Nazis. The per- 
secution of the Jews, he asserted, 
has cost Germany dearly in an eco- 
nomic way and the people as a 
whole have suffered.

F Molotoff Sees Danger, but 
Thinks Recognition by 
U. S. Tends to Stabilize 
World Situation. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 29.—In an aa- 
dress bristling with Soviet Russia’s 
determination to “fight for peace” 
if necessary, Maxim Litvinoff, Com- 
missar for Foreign Affairs, today 
bitterly attacked Germany and 
Japan for their alleged “war aims.” 

Bracketing Russia’s western 
neighbor and the Far Eastern Pow- 
er as two nations united by “a com- 
mon si spirituality—the desire to 
fight,” Litvinoff excoriated the poli- 
cies of Germany and Japan as 
throwing dark thunderclouds on the 
horizon of international peace. 

“What they apparentiy are striv- 
ing for,” Litvinoff said, in discus- 
sing Germany, “will be met with the 
full strength of our 160,000,000 peo- 
ple, who will eliminate any desire 
for repetition within the next 10 
years. 

“Mutual relations with Germany 
in the last year have become quite 
unrecognizable, and in the future 
those relations will continue as in 
the past to be defined by Germany’s 
external and not her intern ! poli- 
cies.” 

/% “The Policy of Japan.” 

Discussing Japan, Litvinoff de 
clared: “The policy of Japan ap- 
pears as a dark thundercloud upon 
the international political horizon.” 

He charged flatly that not only 
was Japan preparing to seize the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, but is 
getting ready to invade Soviet terri- 
tory and embark upon a war of ag- 
gression. 

Litvinoff’s speech was delivered 
before a meeting of the General 
Executive Committee, and was his 
first appearance before that body 
since 1929. It was listened to with 
unusual interest because of Lit- 
vinoff’s heightened status since he 
negotiated recognition of Soviet 
Russia by the United States. 

Not until recently, he said, has 
Soviet Russia been obliged to guard 
her Eastern. frontiers. 

Appeal to “Sensible People.” 

“Japan,” he said, “has been mo- 
bilizing huge forces of war ma- 
terials along the Soviet frontier. In 
addition, she has been building rail- 
roads, therefore the Soviet Govern- 
ment had no alternative except to 
take the necessary measures for 
defense. 

“Japan is feverishly preparing for 
& war which can only be a-war of 
aggression.” 

He appealed to the “few ¢ensible 
wm People in Japan” to buy the Chinese 
Eastern Railway for a few hundred 
million yen “rather than spend bil- 
lions to prosecute a war the result 
of which would at best be extreme- 
ly doubtful for them.” 

4 “We say to Japan,” he declared, 
that we are not threatening you, 
that we do not wish any of your 
territory and that we want to live 
with you in peace, but you must 
discontinue your present activities.” 

Litvinoff concluded his references 
to Japan with a plea for a mutual 
Pact of non-aggression.

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ESSAY ON SOLIPSISM. 

Dictator Stalin made a good impression on Amer- 
icans through the interview he granted Walter Du- 
ranty of the New York Times, and he also amplified 
many American vocabularies with a meaningful 
though obscure word. Said Stalin: “For a long 
time it looked as if the*American Government was 
solipsist—it did not believe in the existence of the 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, but Roosevelt 
is not a supporter of that strange theory. He is a 
realist and knows facts as they are.” 

That statement, drawing the distinction between a 
solipsist and a realist, is itself almest a definition 
of the term. Analysis of the Latin derivatives, solus, 
alone, ipse, self, makes it plainer. Its application 
by Stalin to pre-recognition America becomes clear 
in the light of Schiller’s definition: “The doctrine 
that all existence is experience, and that there is 
only one experient. The solipsist thinks that he is 
the one!” Kant used the term to mean pure egoism. 
In short, it is the supreme elaboration of the theory 
that one’s self is everything; that nothing exists 
outside it. 2 

The canny Stalin has found just the word to de 
scribe the viewpoint that held our country so long 
aloof from Russia, We may imagine that shrewd 
Bolshevik chuckling quietly in the Kremlin over the 
little lecture he thus read to America for its years 
of shunning the U. 8.5. R. He is unmistakably right 
in calling Mr. Roosevelt a realist. Under his lead- 
ership, America is no less patriotic or less devoted 
to its own interests, but it has left its solipsistic days 


behind.

Morals in Business 


N President Nicholas Murray Butler’s 

annual report, there is a passage which 

bears upon the current discussion of “the 
profit motive.” “It is only,” he says, “when 
men rise above domination by the profit 
motive and learn to subordinate profit to 
service, that the social, economic and po- 
litical orders begin to come in sight of a 
firm foundation and continuing existence.” 

This is a statement which it would be 
very easy fo misunderstand. Is all mankind 
expected to go to work, not for personal 
gain, but for the public good, philanthrop- 
ically, patriotically, unselfishly? Are farm- 
ers and business men to be denied the righ* 
to make a profit? Is it to be considered 
immoral or perhaps illegal to make a profit? 

If that were what Dr. Butler means, it 


might be said that he is asking for the 


impossible, and that a pretense that the 
profit motive was being eliminated would 
produce hypocrisy that is worse in its con- 
sequences than the frank avowal that prof- 
its are desired. Indeed, the word service 
has to many modern ears an unpleasant 
sound, having been abused unmercifully by 
the high-powered salesmen. In the presence 
of most of the high-falutin’ talk about ser- 
vice, it seems much more honest and robust 
to say with Adam Smith: “I have never 
known much good done by those who af- 
fected to trade for the public good.” 
° . * 


Now it is evident that Dr. Butler and the 
moralists who take his view of the profit 
motive have something very different in 
mind. It is something quite simple and un- 
affected and, in the long view, not in the 
least Utopian. It is, I take it, that modern 
large-scale corporate organization cannot be 
administered successfully by men who use 
it to build up private fortunes or engage on 
the side in building up private fortunes. 

A great corporation is not a private busi- 
ness, like a farm or a small store or the 
kind of factory wheré the owner is the man- 
ager. It is in some measure a public insti- 
tution. Occupying so large a position in its 
own labor market, its wage policy is affect- 
ed with the public interest. Occupying so 
large a part in the commodity market, its 
price policy is of public concern. Since its 
capital is publicly subscribed, its financial 
management is a public trust. 

The men who conduct these large enter- 
prises are not in the position of proprietors 
who can trade for personal profit; they are 
salaried employes who resemble public of- 
ficials far more than private business men. 
It is no exaggeration to say, I think, that 


- the future of these capitalistic corporations, 


whether they are to be broken down, or ab- 
sorbed by the state, or permitted to be 
largely self-governing, depends upon’ how 
quickly and how thoroughly the men who 
control them recognize and act upon the 
conception that they are, for all practical 
purposes, public officials. 

It is only within comparatively recent 
times, as history goes, that government it- 
self has been regarded as a public trust. 
Was it Metternich or was it Talleyrand (I 
forget which) who is supposed to have said, 
when he heard that Alexander Hamilton 
could not afford to stay in public office, 
that Hamilton must be very innocent? 


Three centuries ago, it was not thought to | 


, 


be very wrong in England for a Minister 
of the Crown to grow very rich in office. 
It is still not thought to be wholly abnormal 
for city officials in America. 

But none the less, though the standard 
is far from being enforced or observed, it 
is thoroughly established in the Western 
world, and there is no moral confusion in 
our minds as to whether we condemn or 
condone a public official who uses his posi- 
tion or inside knowledge to enrich himself. 

But in the domain of corporate business, 
including finance and banking, the moral 
confusion exists. A clear moral standard 
is not yet generally recognized. The public 
as a whole is not certain whether it has 
the right to object, let us say, to an officer 
of a corporation trading in the stock of 
that corporation, or to his accepting loans, 
or participations, or favors from its clients 
and customers. Yet the .rule is perfectly 
clear for a public official. 

Suppose a member of the Cabinet specu- 
lated in foreign exchange while the dollar 
was being managed; he would be regarded 
as criminal and driven out of public life 
forever. Or suppose he got a personal loan 
from a bank which was receiving help from 
the RFC. Or had stock in a contracting 
firm being put under a code. There would 
be no question as to what people would 
think of him. Well, when people say that 
we must “subordinate pfofit to service’ 
they mean that corporation executives and 
directors and bankers ought to be held to 
the same standards as are applied to Cab- 
inet officers, Governors and Mayors.

The reason public office has come to be 
considered a public trust, rather than a he- 
reditary private possession, is that as socia] 
organization becomes more complex, the 
impact of government on everyone is over- 
whelming. A _ primitive society can get 
along with all manner of corruption at the 
court of the King. But not a modern 
society. 

The Government deals with . sO many 
things that its every action matters. It be- 
comes intolerable if it is not conducted sen- 
sibly and in the general interest. So with 
business and finance. What an individual 
farmer or a small manufacturer does is 
pretty much his own business; he is reason- 
ably well regulated by his customers and 
his balance sheet. But what a giant cor- 
poration or a depository of other people’s 
money does is like what the Government 
does; it affects so many people that it is 
intolerable if it is not managed for them. . 

The ideal of public service is, therefore, 
inherent in large-scale enterprise. That does 
not mean that the ideal is obeyed. It means 
that it is necessary. There is no other moral 
standard according to which large-scale en- 
terprises, be they capitalistic or socialistic, 
can permanently be administered success- 
fully. These enterprises are socialized by 
their very nature, and in one Way or an- 


other they have to be administered as pub- 


lic institutions, 

The question now engaging the public is* 
not whether these enterprises are to be al- 
lowed to make profits for their stock hold- 
ers, but whether they are to be used to 
make personal profits for their directors 
and executives.

He told how 
he had read to a society the result 
of his work in determining the iden- 
tity of a character mentioned in a 
sonnet by Matthew Arnold. When 
he had finished, a colleague told 
him, “That’s a niece bit of work, but 
it’s too bad that the man you 
worked on wrote such trash. The 
only thing Arnold ever wrote that’s 
worth reading is ‘Sohrab and Rus- 
tum,’ the schoolboy classic.”

Fungus Infection 
Of the Lungs 
IOLOGIC relatives of the para- 
B sites which cause athlete’s foot 
may cause serious disease of 
the lungs. 

This statement, however, should 
not be taken to mean that the per- 
son who has athlete’s foot is in 
particular danger of developing a 
lung condition. 

The fungus parasites fall into 
three large classes. Some are like 
yeast, some are like mold, and the 
third group belongs to the so-called 
higher bacterial forms. 

In recent years we have begun to 
appreciate the disease-producing 
powers of the fungi. 

Perhaps the one place where we 
have seen most ‘of the fungi is in 
the diseases of the skin and its ap- 
pendages. Here we find the fungi 
causing various forms of ringworm, 
different types of eczema, and a 
variety of other troublesome condi- 
tions. 

We have learned also that the 
fungi not only cause trouble where 
they grow and develop, but may 
affect remote parts of the body. 

The discovery of the fungus dis- 
eases of the lungs may be said to 
be a by-product of our tuberculosis 
work. An appreciable number of 
patients present symptoms which 
cause us to suspect that they are 
victims of tuberculosis. However, 
on examination their sputum shows 
no tubercle bacilli, but instead a 
variety of fungi. 

Just how many individuals are 
affected by this type of disease is 
still unknown. Those who have de- 
voted much study to the subject 
are of the opinion that the condi- 
tion is fairly widespread. 

The fungus diseases may be 
treated effectively with iodides. 
Iodine, which has been for many 
years used in overcoming patches 
of ringworm, is employed in a vari-

George Sarton, in his massive “History of Science,” the notion of brotherhood, as a workable human 
sentiment, was almost unknown in the Western World prior to that time. 
—In a strict scientific sense, no; but she does develop what amounts to the same thing, a per- 
ception of slight facial expressions, tones of voice awd gestures, that tell her louder than words the 
* inner secrets of his life and thoughts. A man may fool the world, but it is pretty hard for him to 
fool a woman that REALLY loves and studies him every day and night of his life. 
—I think this unwise and highly dangerous. If such persons submit to medical measures there is no 
reason why they should not have the companionship and the steadying influence of home and 
marriage. Many tubercular persons are of the highest character and intelligence and at least one 
of our foremost scientists is an epileptic, happily married, but refraining voluntarily from children. An 
unmarried, homeless moron is far more dangerous both to social morality and economic stability than
